Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honoui'  of  snbmittiii}'  to  yon  my  Report  for 
the  year  1944.  It  is  made  in  accord'mee  with  the  Memor.mc  um 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6,817  acres, 
with  an  estimated  population  of  28,440. 

The  population  f»iven  by  the  Rej^istrar-General  for  1944 
for  calculating  Birth  and  Death  Rate  is  28,440. 

These  returns  of  Biiths  and  Deaths  as  submitted  will  be 
used  for  calculatin^>  purposes.  'Fhe  h^ures  do  not  quite  correspond 
with  those  of  the  weekly  Returns  of  the  Local  Registrar. 

Births. 

There  were  during  1944,  431  births  registered,  of  which 
214  were  males  and  217  females  : 6 males  and  7 females  being 

illegitimate.  The  returns  as  submitted  by  the  Registrar-General 
were  254  males  and  273  females  ; 8 males  and  1 1 females  being 
illegitimate,  making  a total  of  527,  96  more  than  the  local  returns. 


” 'I'lie  ijeneral  hirlh  rate  per  1,000  inhabitants  is  18'53,  as 
against  20'2S  tor  1943  and  17‘6  for  Enj^land  and  Wales.  In  1944 
the  male  birth  rate  was  8'93,  the  female  bein^  9 6 per  thousand, 
while  in  1943  these  birth  rates  were  10'33  and  9'92  respectively.

'Phe  total  number  of  deaths  whicli  occurred  in  tlie  are.i 
as  returned  by  the  Keitistrar-General  from  all  Causes  was  336  of 
this  number  195  beinj^  males  and  141  females. 

The  weekly  returns  of  deaths  from  the  Local  Rej^istrar, 
together  with  the  transferable  deaths  returned  by  the  Conntv 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  shows  the  total  number  305  ; 172  beinjt 
males  and  133  females. 

The  general  death  rate  per  thouband  of  the  population  is 
irSl;  6‘85  beiiiu  males  and  4'96  beiuj^  females,  while  for 
Eiiftland  and  Wales  the  annual  death  rate  is  11*6.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944,  one  thou- 
sand, eight  hundred  and  forty  live  children  with  the  additional 
seven  hundred  and  lifty  four  special  cases  were  examined  in  the 
different  groups  under  your  Authority. 


Ophthalmic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944,  1 examined 
261  children.  They  were  earmarked  for  examination  on  account 
of  defective  eyesight  or  because  of  signs  of  eyestrain.  There  were 
also  some  cases  of  external  eye  disease,  chieHy  conjunctivitis  and 
margin.il  blepharitis  of  a mild  nature.  Glasses  were  prescribed 
where  necessary,  and  adjustments  to  existing  spectacles  carried 
out  in  manv  cases.  Treatment  was  undertaken  in  the  School 
Clinic  assisted  by  home  treatment  in  many  cases.

Orthopaedic  Surgeon’s  Report.  ^ 

The  Clinic  has  continued  ayain  tliis  vear  in  spite  of  the 
difhcnlties  caused  by  the  military  operations  on  the  Continent. 

The  physio-therapy  and  remedial  exercises  have  been 
carried  out  affain  by  Mr.  Harrison.  Increasing  difficulty  has  been 
found  with  shoes  and  in  having  the  necesary  snr<fical  alterations 
done.  It  is  not  always  e:isy  also  to  make  parents  realise  the 
necessity  of  keeping  the  shoes  properly  altered  and  of  makin.sf  the 
children  carry  out  their  exercises  daily  at  home. 

Pressure  on  hospital  beds  has  become  f^reater,  but  this 
may  be  eased  if  arrangements  are  made  for  the  short  stay  cases  to 
be  treated  at  the  County  Hospital,  Pantejt,  while  those  needinn 
educational  facilities  as  well  as  treatment  continue  to  f’o  to  The 
Pi  ince  of  Wales  Hospital. 

Credit  is  attain  due  to  all  who  have  to  supervise  the 
children  at  the  Clinic  and  who  have  to  see  that  treatment  is 
carried  out. 

Orthopaedic  Cases  treated  at  The  Prince  of  Wales 

Hospital,  Cardiff. 

There  were  seven  cases  of  various  nature  treated  at  the 
above  Hospital.  6 received  indoor  treatment  and  on  dischar).ie 
were  supplied  with  the  necessary  appliances.  One  was  seen  as  an 
ont-door  patient.  Eleven  children  were  supplied  with  appliances, 
.alteration  to  shoes,  etc.,  without  attending  the  Hospital. 

Dentist’s  Report. 

Dental  routine  work  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years. 
In  the  past  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  inducing  parents  to 
bring  their  children  for  lillLngs,  but  now  the  response  is  so  ninch 
greater  as  to  be  really  embarrassing  and  the  chief  difficulty  now  is 
to  cope  with  the  much  greater  number  of  fillings  required.  .Vmong 
the  possible  factors  for  this  improvement  may  be  tl)  adoption  of 
treatment  without  any  fee  whatever,  (2)  selection  of  teeth  suitable 
for  linings  of  reasonable  degree  of  permanency  and  refusal  to  liU 
teeth  that  have  extensive  decay  (3)  the  effects  of  education  among 
the  younger  population  who  have  now  become  the  parents  of  the 
present  school  population.  The  Orthodontic  treatment  gives  great 
satisfaction  to  parents  and  children  alike.  'The  limitation  of  the 
degree  of  irregularity  that  can  be  remedied  by  simple  appliances 
suitable  for  School  Clinic  work  is  not  realised  by  m.inv  paienls 
who  express  disappointment  on  being  told  that  their  child’s  c.ise 
is  not  suitable  for  an  appliance. 
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Unsij^litlv  and  inei^nlar  front  teeth  have  a very  bad  effect 
on  personal  appearances  resnltiii}*  in  youii”  adults  to  inferiority 
complex  which  mav  liave  economic  results  in  the  jtaininjt  of  certain 
posts.  In  some  areas  of  Great  Britain  much  ^treater  stress  is  now 
beiii!..;  hud  ou  the  importance  of  Orthodontics  than  previously.
